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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claim 28 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Betz et al. (DE- 
003537653A1). Betz et al teach providing a housing having two or more solder pins projecting 
therefrom (R2); positioning a frame on the housing such that the solder pins are received in a 
corresponding number of holes in the frame (Rl); aligning the frame by moving it parallel and 
perpendicular to the solder pins where the holes are sized relative to the solder pins such that the 
frame can be moved a selected distance perpendicular to the solder pins without the solder pins 
contacting any part of the widewalls of the holes and soldering the solder pins within the holes 
(St). It is the examiner's position that pins entering the top of the holes do not contact the 
sidewalls at the bottom of the holes. 

Claims 28 and 30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Takesawa 
et al. (JP-362229884A). Takesawa teaches providing a housing having two or more solder pins 
projecting therefrom (12 positioning a frame on the housing such that the solder pins are 
received in a corresponding number of holes in the frame (5,10); aligning the frame by moving it 
parallel and perpendicular to the solder pins where the holes are sized relative to the solder pins 
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such that the frame can be moved a selected distance perpendicular to the solder pins without the 
solder pins contacting the holes and soldering the solder pins within the holes (2, 7). It is the 
examiner's position that pins entering the top of the holes do not contact the sidewalls at the 
bottom of the holes. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 28-34 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Kim et al. 
(6,653,724 Bl). Kim teaches teach providing a housing having two or more solder pins 
projecting therefrom; positioning a frame on the housing such that the solder pins are received in 
a corresponding number of holes in the frame (abstract; Figures and column 2, line 46-column 3, 
line 59); aligning the frame by moving it parallel and perpendicular to the solder pins where the 
holes are sized relative to the solder pins such that the frame can be moved a selected distance 
perpendicular to the solder pins without the solder pins contacting contacting any part of the 
widewalls of the holes and soldering the solder pins within the holes (abstract; Figures and 
column 2, line 46-column 3, line 59) where the lens plate is connected in the frame and housing 
is part of the optical connector (abstract; Figures and column 2, line 46-column 3, line 59); where 
the side profile of the housing is substantially cylindrical (figure 5a); where the solder pins 
project out of the end face (figure 5, pins); where the end face has an opening therein (figure 3a, 
item 13); wherein soldering the solder pins within the holes comprises depositing solder in the 
portion of the holes not occupied by the solder pins (figure 3c, item 8). It is the examiner's

position that pins entering the top of the holes do not contact the sidewalls at the bottom of the 
holes. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant argues the prior art pins must contact some part of the sidewall. While this 
may be true, it does not mean that it cannot anticipate the claim limitation. In response to 
applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain features of applicant's invention, it is 
noted that the features upon which applicant relies (i.e., the pins do not contact the side of the 
holes at any time during the alignment step) are not recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the 
claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read 
into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 R2d 1 181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 

In the instant case, it is the examiner's position that at some point during the alignment 
step, the pins do not come in contact with the the sidewalls of the holes.
